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Republican Vice Presidential Nominee 


CONSTITUTION-Article II 


In case of the removal of the President from of- 


fice, or of his death, resignation, or inability to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of the said office, the 
same shall devolve on the Vice-President, and the 
Congress may by law provide for the case of re- 
moval, death, resignation, or inability, both of the 
President and Vice-President, declaring what officer 
shall then act as President, and such officer shall 
act accordingly until the disability be removed or 
a President shall be elected. 


(Section I, Clause 6) 


(Amendment 25, ratified February 10, 1967, ends 


years of debate over the vague "disability" clause, 
by defining how the Vice President may become 
Acting President. It also provides tor the appoint- 
ment of a Vice President if there is a vacancy in that 
office.)

overnor Spiro Theodore Agnew of Maryland, -19, 


was horn in Baltimore, and is of Creek descent; 


his immigrant father shortened his name from Anagnos- 
topoulos. He worked his way through night law school 
at the University of Baltimore, finally graduating in 
1947 after interrupting his studies for four years' Army 
service in World War II, much of it as a company com- 
mander in Europe. He became a Republican, worked 
for Maryland Congressional election campaigns and 
was himself elected County Executive of Baltimore 
County in 19fi2, as a reform leader. In this capacity he 
won passage in 1963 of the first local public accommo- 
dation law south of the Mason-Dixon Line. With a solid 
liberal record behind him he attracted Democratic sup- 
port and was elected Governor of Maryland in I960. 
In office he has shown himself to be a capable profes- 
sional administrator. This year he is considered to have 
shifted to the right; he has taken a very strong position 
on civil rights and advocates firmer handling of civil 
disorder. 
He married Elinor Isabel Judefind in 1942; they have 
four children: Randy, 22 (now serving in the Navy in 
Vietnam), Pamela, 25, Susan, 20, and Kimberly, 12.

factory. This was the first of a 
series of locatloas that would 
take him and a film crew from 
here to Wiesbaden, Germany, 
Paris, New York, Washington 
and back to Universal City, 
Calif< He also Intends to acquire 
some footage In Cuba, but that 
is a Hitchcockian story that can- 
not yet be revealed. 


Until now the film project has 


been kept as hush-hush as some 
of the spy plots in his own mov- 
ies. Hitchcock has declined In- 
terviews and has embarked on 
the film, based on the Leon Uris 
bestseller "Topaz," with no 
fanfare, using virtually an un- 
known cast.

Mouth Cancer 
And Smoking 
There seems to be a feeling 


among cigarette smokers that 
switching to cigars or pipes 
will somehow save them from 
becoming a cancer statistic. 
But while the switch may give 
them some statistical advan- 
tage, heavy smokers still play 
the g a m e of "Russian rou- 
lette" with only slightly less 
danger. 


Aside from the lungs, the 


critical areas affected by to- 
bacco smoke condensate, heat 
of combustion, and actual con- 
tact of tobacco on mucous 
membrane, extend from the 
lips to the pharynx. Cigars 
and pipes seem to be more 
harmful in these areas than 
are cigarettes. 


Take the case of Aaron K. 


His chief complaint was pain 
in upper right side of face. 


Examination: — C o m p 1 e t e 


oral exam was made, chief 
complaint b e i n g examined 
last. This is routinely done so 
as not to miss or overlook 
other, often more important, 
problems in the mouth. 


As for the chief complaint, 


it was quickly observed that 
the cause was a large decayed 
area in one of the molars. 


Of m o r e importance was 


finding a lesion in left corner 
of his mouth. This was a flat, 
fan-shaped lesion, with gray- 
ish white streaks which ex- 
tended onto the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth. It was 
about the size of a dime. 


Corner of mouth had two 


lateral crevices about 2mm in 
depth, the hills of which were 
grayish white, the valleys red 
and sore looking. 


History:— Patient revealed 


that he was a heavy cigarette 
smoker but gave it up about 
two years ago after reading an 
article linking cigarette smok- 
ing with lung cancer. He then 
began s m o k i n g cigars and 
pipes. 


When pipes b e c a m e too 


much of a nuisance to fill and 
keep lighted, he concentrated 
on c-igars, about 10 to 12 a 
day. 


Favorite spot for cigars was 


left c o r n e r of mouth. He 
noticed the sore spot there but 
it didn't hurt. Sometimes he 
put vaseline on it but it would 
never heal.

Big Fish Story: 


The Coho Salmon

CLEVELAND. Ohio—(NEA)-In his job as the field gen- 


era! of the Cleveland Browns, Frank Ryan, the erudite mathe- 
matician, stresses field of vision as a theoretical aid to his job 
He wants to see how the enemy is laid out before him. 


As a practical matter, however. Frank's angle of sight is 


narrowed down to one little area over the middle once he 
settles snugly behind the comforting broadness of center Fred 
Moaglin, awaiting the snap of the football. 


Straight over the helmet of the center. Ryan can see the 


menacing form of the other team's middle linebacker. It 
mesmerizes him. 


"They all," he says, "just stare at you." And Frank stares 


back. It's a psychological joust. 


Frank is the quarterback of the offense, and he plots the 


course of the play about to begin. The middle linebacker is 
the quarterback of the defense, and he has decided on the 
alignment which would best counter the anticipated attack. 


Ryan's job isn't new. There have been quarterbacks from 


the time Princeton scholars slammed into the men of old 
Rutgers in the first recorded scrum. They have been cele- 
brated as the genii of football and generously applauded. To- 
day, they're also well-paid. 


But the guy staring down the quarterback's throat as he 


calls the signals is a relatively new Homo sapiens. The mid- 
dle linebacker was created scarcely more than a dozen years 
ago. In that time, he has attained his own brand of glamor as 
a hard-hitting character who shares the center stage of pro 
football. 


None other than Vince Lombard! shares in the credit for his 


creation. When Vince became the architect of the Now York 
Giants' offense in 1954, one of his first designs was to split 
the spacing in the offensive line. Almost overnight, this made 
the so-called Eagle defense obsolete. 


In the Eagle defense, devised by Greasy Neale at Philadel- 


phia, there was a five-man front packed between the tackles. 
By spreading the line, the offense immediately got good 
blocking angles at the cluster, particularly the guy in the 
middle, then called the middle guard. He was generally a 
300-pound specimen like Les Bingaman of the Detroit Lions. 


The obvious remedy was to widen the defensive front, too, 


and pull the middle man out of the line. This also changed the 
physical specifications. You needed a guy who could move in

MEXICO, D. F-(NEA)— In the year 776 B.C., in 


the vale of Olympia, a Greek named Coroebos won a 
200-yard dash for the first recorded victory in the his- 
tory of the Olympic Games. It was achieved in the 
original spirit of the Games— to bring men together in 
athletic competition during the Hieromenia, a month 
in which all wars among the Greeks were voluntarily 
halted. 


This spirit has in modern times been distorted, tra-

Jr., Air Force Maj. Donn F, El- 
sele and Walter Cunningham 
slept In shifts on special bunks 
their first night in space, enjoy- 
ing the luxury of being aboard a 
spacecraft 
large 
enough to 


move around in. Earlier Ameri- 
can space pilots dozed in their 
work clothes, jammnd upright 
in their cramped cabins. 


The trio guides their space- 


craft today through a series of 
delicate maneuvers and back to 
a rendezvous with the second 
stage of the booster that flaw- 
lessly drilled them into orbit 
Friday. 


The rendezvous simulates a 


lunar rescue of the first Ameri- 
cans to land on the moon. On a 
lunar flight, the lunar module 
will ascend from f.he moon's 
surface and use a radar system 
to rendezvous with the com-

"mother ship."

bit, "Mama" will have to come 
to the rescue.

Returns Safely 


BAN ME THUOT, Vietnam 


(AP) 
— A U.S. Army sergeant 


missing for 15 days made his 
way back to allied lines and told 
of escaping from North Viet- 
namese in a 
10-day flight 


through Cambodia and South 
Vietnam's central 
highlands, 


military sources reported today. 


They said Sgt. Buddy Wright, 


of Wellston, Ohio, stumbled Into 
a South Vietnamese army camp 
last Sunday pointing to his 
stomach and saying, "Chop 
chop, chop chop," which means 
food to the Vietnamese. 


The sources said Wright gave 


this account of his capture and 
escape: 


He became separated from 


his platoon Sept. 22 and North 
Vietnamose seized him south- 
west of the Due Lap Special 
Forces camp near the Cambo- 
dian border, 125 miles north of 
Saigon. 


He said the North Vietnamese 


troops marched him west for 
two days so he thought he was 
in Cambodia. They did not mis- 
treat him, but took his wallet, 
identity tag and boots to prevent 
him from escaping. 


North Vietnamese interroga- 


tors asked him the name of his. 
i»riit, which^ the-lst 
22nd Infantry, 4th Division. But 
Wright told 'him he did not 
know. 


The Interrogators asked him 


what kind of a noncommis- 
sioned officer didn't even know 
his unit. 


Have said he was a very stu- 


pid NCO. 


The North Vietnamese had an 


AK47 assault rifle pointed at 
him during the interrogation. At 
night, a guard came by every 30 
minutes and pointed a light at 
him. 


During his fifth night of cap- 


tivity, Wright escaped. He ran 
all night and all the next day. 
The North Vietnamese chased 
him. 


"When I saw the North Viet- 


namese my first thought was, 'I 
am lead,' " Wright later told 
other American soldiers. "When 
they didn't kill me, my will to 
survive came pretty strong and 
I decided I will try hard to es- 
cape. When I first escaped, 1 
felt I could make it, 


"I thought I was directly west 


of Uc Lap and had to run east* 
After two days I became weak 
and I was not quite sure where I 
was, I thought I was losing my 
way and I was scared," 


On the second day of his es- 


cape, he could see North Viet- 
namese troops still looking for 
him. 
He hid eight hours then 


struck out again when a heavy 
rain began to fall. 


On the night of Oct. 5, he saw 


a fire and figured it was in a 
South Vietnamese camp. He 
was not sure, so he decided to 
wait until daybreak. 


At first light, he saw a soldier 


with an M}6 rifle, the standard 
allied weapon. Wright walked 
toward him, 


The soldier carried Wright to 


a hill the South Vietnamese 
troops were occupying. Ameri* 
can advisers called a helicopter 
which took Wright to Due Lap, 
then to the 2nd Brigade of the 
4tb Infantry Division at Ban Me 
Thuot. 


Capt, Daniel H. Trachtenberg
